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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To make it possible to eliminate fungi 
without increasing output power of a heater, by a 
method wherein a heat exchanger for separating 
moisture is placed on the way of a circulating 
path where moisture-contained air through the 
inside of a rotating drum is returned, and its 
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humid separating capacity is controlled. 

CONSTITUTION: When dampers (21 and 22) are 
fully closed in pre-heating and drying process, 
the time is shortened when circulating hot air in 
a drumhot air is not cooled by cooling air. After 
the air in the drum (11) reaches a required 
temperature (a constant rate drying temperature), 
opening of the dampers (21 and 22) is adjusted 
according to signals out ofa temperature sensor 
(23). The air (20) around a heat-exchanger type of 
fan (13) is thus controlled at the constant 
temperature. In this way, the air inthe drum is 
kept within a constant rate drying temperature 
range. When thetemperature is set to be 
approximately above 60°C, it ispossible to obtain 
the effect that fungi such as mold are eliminated. 
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
